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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in traverse of the rejection 
of claim 12 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Samar, US 5,778,072, and Sehr, US 6,085,976. The applicant's arguments 
have been fully considered but are not persuasive. The applicant argues that the combination of Samar and Sehr fail to teach the features 
of a first and a second display. However such a feature is not recited by claim 12 as a limitation. The applicant further argues that the 
comparison step of Sehr does not read on the claimed limitation since it may be done automatically at a remote location or in the laptop 
computer of Sehr without display of the data from a secure module. However, the Examiner maintains that Sehr does teach simultaneous 
display of first and second outputs in col. 38 lines 30-50 as cited in the previous (final) Office Action. The Examiner notes that such a 
feature is taught also at Sehr col. 32 lines 48-50 where a human operator visually compares two outputs displayed concurrently. . 
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
